WELLAND — It isn’t hard to 
slave over a project when it's a 
labour of love. 

That’s what kept Stella 
Crouch going as artistic direc¬ 
tor of Welland-Port Colborne 
Concert Association. 

But last November, after 
putting 30 years of blood, 
sweat and tears into more 
than 180 concerts and per¬ 
formances, and saying she 
couldn't have been happier to 
do it, she felt it was time to let 
go of the reins. 

The position may have been 
a volunteer gig, but it was her 
career and she spent countless 
hours researching, watching 
and critiquing performances, 
contacting bands and putting 
schedules together. 

“I thought it was time to 
step down and pass the torch 
to someone else,” she says. 
"It’s been very rewarding and 
I’ve enjoyed every minute of 

Assuming her role is long¬ 
time friend and board member 
Rosamund Battye, whom 
Crouch has no doubt the asso¬ 
ciation will flourish under her 
leadership, too. 

“I’ve been grooming her for 
years,” Crouch says. “I have 
full confidence in her abili¬ 
ties and I’m not worried in the 
slightest” 

Crouch will continue to serve 
as an honorary director, but 
the 82-year-old St. Catharines 
resident is wondering what else 
to do with her future. She’s an 
avid tennis player at Welland 
Tennis Club and plays bridge 
often, but she says she needs to 
find something in the arts and 
culture field to fill her time. 

“I need to keep busy. I’m not 
the kind of person to sit around. 
I’ll go crazy with nothing to do,” 
she says. 

“The secret to keeping young 
is keeping busy.” 

Crouch’s passion for the arts 
was something Michael and 
Anna Skowronski instilled in 
their daughter 

Crouch was bom in Guelph 
and moved to Toronto in 1941. 


She started dancing and sing¬ 
ing with Polish dance groups 
and travelled all over Ontario 
preforming such ethnic dances 
as the Krakowiak at a wide 
variety of events. In 1948 she 
and her group went to Ottawa 
to perform for the Governor 
General and stayed at the 
Polish consulate. 

“Singing and dancing was 
just what young Polish children 
did. It was part of my culture. I 


enjoyed it I had a great time,” 
she says. 

A friend convinced her to go 
on a blind double date with a 
Welland boy in 1951 and she 
fell head over heels for him. 

She married Phillip Crouch 
in 1955 and he became her 
partner in every aspect of her 
life — he was concert associa¬ 
tion’s lawyer and helped her 
make every decision until his 
death in 2010. 


She loved Phil, but when she 
moved to Welland she missed 
going to Massey Hall for world- 
renown performances almost 
whenever she wanted. 

A friend from the tennis 
club asked her to join what 
was at the time Welland- 
Port Colborne Community 
Concert Association in 1971. 
She chaired various operating 
committees until she became 
president in 1982. 


One of her crowning 
achievements as artistic direc¬ 
tor was severing ties with 
Colombia Artist Management 
Inc. which provided the asso¬ 
ciation with performers. 

“They gave us mostly 
American acts and we wanted 
to show more Canadian per¬ 
formances and some interna¬ 
tional ones,” Crouch recalls. 

It was one of the best things 
the board did, she adds. 


In 1984 Crouch managed to 
bring the Royal Winnipeg Ballet 
to Welland. Tickets were sold 
out in less than 48 hours. Staff 
even over-sold the show. More 
than 100 people crammed into 
the auditorium. 

Since that time the asso¬ 
ciation shows have remained 
sold out. There are more than 
700 people on the member¬ 
ship waiting list and it takes 
five to six years to get a 
membership. 

Crouch believes the asso¬ 
ciation has enjoyed its long¬ 
standing success because of its 
variety. 

"I have always said some¬ 
thing old, something new, 
something borrowed and 
something blue,” she says. “We 
bring quality performers and 
people enjoy them.” 

She and fellow volunteers 
Battye and publicity chair 
Cheryl Maurice hand-picked 
these performances yearly at 
the Ontario Contact confer¬ 
ence, where touring artists and 
performers showcase their 

Crouch enjoyed those trips 
immensely and will miss them. 

For the time being she will 
continue to visit her daughter 
Leanna Crouch and grand¬ 
daughter Hartlea Faucet 
in Toronto once a month 
and visit her other daughter 
Linda Crouch and grandsons 
Matthew and Jeremy Squires 
who live in St. Catharines as 
often as possible. 

She still intends to find other 
volunteer projects to keep her 

"I’ve had a great life with so 
much fun and now it’s time to 
move on to something differ¬ 
ent and start a new chapter,” 
she says. 

The association plans to hold 
a farewell reception in Crouch’s 
honour after its next concert 
featuring the Russian Ballet on 
Sunday, March 24, at Welland 
Centennial Secondary School. 
Members are invited to stay 
and enjoy light refreshments 
and good company.

Questions hang in air 
over cancelled gas plants 

Among unanswered questions about the Liberals' decision 
to cancel two natural gas plants leading up to the 2011 Ontario 
election, a key one involves Premier Kathleen Wynne. 

Wynne has described the Liberals’ decision to cancel the two 
unpopular projects in Oakville and Mississauga as a “political” 
one, meaning it was done to save a handful of Liberal seats in that 

Wynne has been emphatic on this point 

As she put it last month: "I have never said this wasn't a political 
decision. It was a political decision.” 

Wynne has also said she wasn’t involved in any decisions or 
meetings to cancel the Oakville plant in 2010 or the Mississauga 
plant just two weeks before the Oct 6,2011, election, in which she 
served as the liberals’ campaign co-chair 

Howis it possible the liberals’ campaign co-chair wasn’t 
involved in a political decision two weeks before the election to 
cancel the Mississauga plant to save the political hides of some 
Liberal MPPs? 

And if even the Liberal campaign co-chair wasn’t involved, 
then who was? 

Wynne has promised to testify before the legislature’s justice 
committee on the gas plant cancellations and well be looking 
forward to her answers. 

While we’re at it if the liberals weren't trying to hide anything 
about their decision to dose the two gas plants, why do 
documents related to them keep showing up under such bizarre 
names as Project Apple, Project Fruit Salad, Project Banana and 
Project Vapour? 

It’s no wonder new government documents keep turning 
up related to the gas plant cancellations every time the Liberals 
assure us they’ve delivered the lot of them. Either their filing 
system sucks or they didn’t want these documents to be found. 

Finally, we had testimony last week of independent energy 
expert Bruce Sharp, who estimates real cost of cancelling the 
Oakville gas plant isn’t the $40 million Grits claim, but $638 
million. Sharp agreed with the $190 million estimate the Liberals 
have given for cancelling the Mississauga plant just before the 
2011 election, although he says they could have saved at least $28 
million by driving a harder bargain on gas delivery costs.

The prodigal sons

T he fifteenth chapter of St Luke’s 
Gospel gives us three pictures of 
how much God and his angels rejoice 
when one sinner repents. The lost sheep 
is found. The lost coin is found. The lost 
son is found. 

The parable’s father had two sons. 

The elder would inherit two-thirds of 
his estate and the younger son, one 
third. The younger son wanted his 
inheritance now and he used it to go to 
a far country and to have fun. He spent 
his inheritance having fun, and when 
his cash ran out, he found himself so 
impoverished that he had nothing to eat. 

Hunger told him that his father’s 
servants were better off than he was. 

And so he decided to go back home and 
humbly ask his father for a servant's 
job. This is an image of repentance: 
coming to oneself realistically, admitting 

City and taking the steps necessary to 
return to our Father in heaven. 

The parable’s father has been looking 
for his son’s return and when he saw 


him, he ran to meet him and give him 
a big hug. The young man began to say 
that he had sinned, but before he could 
ask for a job, his father called on his 
servants to bring new clothes and a ring 
for the boy and to kill the fatted calf. 

In baptism we have put on Christ 
(Galatians 3:27); baptism in faith 
constitutes the prodigal’s new clothes 
and the ring of renewed relationship 
with the Father. In the Banquet of 
the Lamb of God we are made a new 
creation, a temple of the Holy Spirit, and 
heaven rejoices. 

The elder son who will inherit twice 
what his brother received hears the 
rejoicing and gets very angry. He will 
not enter into the festivities. He abuses 
his father for not giving him even a goat 
to party with his friends and for killing 
the prized fatted calf for a spendthrift 
and a lowlife. 

The father reminds his elder son that 
he has always been with him. Does 
his relationship with his father mean 
nothing to him? Does his being fed and 
clothed, loved and cherished, mean 
nothing to him? Has he wasted his 
years with his father by ignoring their 
relationship? 


The father also reminds his elder son 
that his brother is his own flesh and 
blood, that he is his brother’s keeper, 
that his brother is his life (St Silouan) 
and that hell is not other people (Sartre) 
but the prison of the self. And his 
brother was hungry and thirsty and 
naked and sin-sick (Matthew 25:37- 
40)—was dead but is alive again, was 
lost and is found. 

The father’s love for his two sons 
shows the grace of God. Both sons were 
prodigals though in different ways. The 
younger son wasted his inheritance. 

The elder wasted the precious years with 
his father and wasted this opportunity to 
be present with his brother. 

Far better for us to rejoice in God’s desire 
for the sinner to repent and live (Ezekiel 
18:30-32). Far better to desire with God that 
all people might be saved (1 Timothy 2:3-4). 
Far better to let God’s love reorient our lives 
and to rejoice that his love for us all makes 
life forever worth living 

Our relationships to one another are 
our true riches. Our relationship to God 
in Christ is our true and lasting wealth. 
Lent is a great time to remember this 
and to be present with one another and 
with our Father in heaven.

WAINFLEET — The township will pay 
$19,475 for a master emergency services 
plan that will serve the community and 
fire service for the next five years. 

The plan will address fire department 
operations, planning, 
fire prevention, train¬ 
ing and education, 
communications, 
apparatus and equip¬ 
ment, maintenance, 
human resources, sta¬ 
tion locations, budgets 
and large-scale emer¬ 
gency preparedness. 

Aid. Ted Hessels 
asked why fire Chief 
Harry Flagg and fire 
department chair Aid. David Wyatt 
recommended the proposal from T.L. 



Powell and Associates Ltd., which was 
$2,000 more than another other bid. 

Flagg said only two proposals were 
received by the township. 

"Myself, Aid. Wyatt and Scott (Luey, 
township CAO) went through the 
requests. We broke it down ... and 
thought we’d get a 
better product from 
this company,” the 
chief said. 

Wyatt said Powell & 
Associates has worked 
with similar-sized 
communities and 
would have a better 
understanding of 
Hessels Wainfleet’s needs.

Paid parking possible 
for Augustine Beach

WAINFLEET - Beachgoers in 
Wainfleet could see washrooms and 
a parking lot go up around the former 
Concessi’s store on Lakeshore Rd. 

And it could cost $20 a car for park¬ 
ing, council heard recently. 

“We've had numerous requests over 
a number of years, decades before my 
time here, from the folks who live in 
Long Beach to enforce rules and behav¬ 
iour on the beach,” said township CAO 
Scott Luey. 

Long Beach is known for Augustine 
Beach, which is frequented by residents 
and people from outside the township. 
It’s also die site of Beach Day, when stu¬ 
dents from area high schools ditch class 
to soak up the sun. 

Residents have complained about 
drinking on the beach, inappropri¬ 
ate behaviour, people trespassing and 
parking. 

Luey said part of the township’s rec¬ 
reation master plan is about providing 
more beach access, and a parking lot 
would help achieve that goal. 



Wainfleet. 

Mayor April Jeffs said the cost of park¬ 
ing may deter some youths from using 
the beach as a party spot, and as a result 
attracting more familes. 

“People go on about how wonderful 
our beaches are and we want to encour¬ 
age more of those people to come here,” 
she said. 

Township staff had considered an 
automated parking system, but decided 
using students was a better option. 
Students would collect the money and 
issue some sort of pass or tag to identify 
people who paid for parking. And using 
students would create a few job posi¬ 
tions for Wainfleeters. 

Aid. Richard Dysktra said he liked the 
idea of the “very generous offer”made 
by the Concessi’s owner to use the 
former store parking lot. However, he 
was concerned about a sign in the front 
of the store advertising retail space for 
rent. The alderman is in favour of new 
business in the township, but wondered 
how a new business would fit if the 
township was taking up parking space. 

Luey wasn't sure how long that sign 
had been in the window, but said he

Wainfleet repeals lakeshore development freeze bylaw

WAINFLEET - A bylaw which 
froze development in the boil water 
advisory area of Wainfleet for nearly 
the past two years was repealed. 

Township planner Grant Munday 
said the control bylaw approved 
and put into effect in June 2011 was 
set to expire this June. Planning 
staff reviewed the pros and cons of 


repealing it before that date. 

The boil water advisory area lies 
south of the Gord Harry Trail to the 
lakeshore to Wainfleet’s borders 
with neighbouring municipalities. 
Residents could still apply for build¬ 
ing permits and minor variances 
with the bylaw in place, but had to 
meet all zoning and other bylaw 
requirements. 

Aid. Richard Dykstra asked with 
the repeal of the bylaw whether 


people who applied for new permits 
would fall under old zoning bylaws 
or new ones passed by council. 

Munday said the township’s new 
zoning bylaws are drafts only. They 
won’t be put into law until a matter 
with Wainfleet’s official plan is 
resolved. The plan has been taken 
to the Ontario Municipal Board by 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and 
Housing, which states the plan 
does not meet Provincial Policy 


Statements. 

Munday said new zoning bylaws 
will actually allow for more lot cov¬ 
erage in different areas of the lake- 
shore, which applicants could use 
as a template. 

Mayor April Jeffs said people 
could be better off going with the 
new bylaws, even though none are 
officially in place yet. 

Dykstra asked Munday if he’s 
seen many people coming in for 


applications for building along the 
lakeshore area. 

Munday said there are people 
who require minor variances, 
between five and seven of them; and 
there are 10 to 15 serious projects 
that people want to move forward. 

“Most of what has been proposed 
would comply with the new bylaws 
... there’s nothing extreme being 
proposed from what I could see,” 
he said.

“We were maxed out," he 
said, and despite the packed 
lot, people controlling the 
parking were able to ensure 
fire lanes remained clear. 

The combination of volun¬ 
teers and bylaw enforcement 
“seemed to operate well” to 
direct drivers, Hakim said, 
adding a similar approach will 
likely be taken in the future. 

"Getting co-operation from 
the junior B was pivotal,” he 
said, crediting the organiza¬ 
tion for assisting.

Township CAO Scott Luey said 
the matter fell under the Municipal 
Act for litigation or potential liti¬ 
gation, including matters before 
tribunals. 

“Council could ask me to speak 
to our lawyer about this,” Luey said 
before heading into the closed 
meeting. 

Wainfleet council has passed a 
moratorium on wind turbines and 
a two-kilometre setback bylaw for 
turbines from residences. 

That bylaw is currently before 
the courts. Hearings were held 
Wednesday and Thursday in St. 
Catharines, as Wainfleet Wind 
Energy Inc. has filed a lawsuit 
against the township over it. 

In its application to the energy 
board, the wind company, owned 
by the Loeffen family and Rankin, 
are proposing to build a 27.6-kilo¬ 
volt underground distribution 
system for its five turbines. Those 
turbines are expected to generate 


nine megawatts of power. 

“The applicant proposes to 
install the distribution system 
underground upon private and 
public lands in the township and 
Niagara Region. This application 
is in reference to the public lands 
within the authority of the town¬ 
ship only,” said the application 
Wainfleet council was presented 
with. 

It also said the company has not 
been able to reach an agreement 
with the township with respect to 
the location of the proposed distri¬ 
bution system within road allow¬ 
ances and is requesting the energy 
board to issue an order to deter¬ 
mine the location of the system. 

Wainfleet Wind Energy Inc. 
asked for a written hearing rather 
than one at which all parties 
appear. An oral hearing could be 
requested by the township, but it 
would have to prove why one was 
necessary.
